T h e Committee 


on Thrift Educa- 
tion of the National 
Education Associ- 
ation has just issued a small leaf- 
let outlining a preliminary course 
of thrift study that should be in 
the hands of 
every educator 


throughout 
the 
length 
and 


breadth of our country. It is not 
possible, in the scope of this ar- 
ticle, to give an adequate outline 
of the educational methods and 
objectives which the committee 
and associate educators have 


worked out for the benefit of the 
school children of. today and the 
future, but the following is an 
epitome of the aims sought: 


1—To give the child an ap- 


preciation of the principles of 
underlying thrift. 


2—To make him 


familiar 
with 
the 


specific facts rela- 
tive to thrift. 


3-—T o develop 


habits of conserva- 
tion and intelligent 
use of all his re- 
sources. 


4—To c r e a t e 


through the schools 
a public sentiment 
in favor of thrift 
and economy.

of the boys and girls of this 
country 
can

successfully 


shaped along these lines as the 
result of tHe thrift committee's 
efforts, it is not going too far to 
say that a new epoch in educa- 
tion has been entered.
